My three chilidren and two nephews were never 
privileged to see the set. when we took thew to see the set we were 
told it was in the “archives.” Wejwwere all taken downstairs but the 
ettendant could not locate it. Naw there is another generation of 
descendants from pesy father, inchuding a2 great- granddaughter in 
Alaska who wrote 2a terr paper about her wultitalented grandfather. 


Now to get to the task at hand. She will be here during the 
first week in @ctober for 2 fermily reunion. Also our children, 
grandchildren and nephews will |be coming in from Alaska, Rhode 
Island, Mew Jersey and Pennsylvania.

Get ready for the family reunion next to the exhibit containing 
the remaining parts of your dad*s radio station at the Franklin 
Institute, 20th Street and the Parkway. The public relations people 
went all out to help you when we relayed your SOS. They invited all 
18 of you Frankenfield descendants/|to be guests of the science museum 
on Saturday and they promised to mark the exhibit on the second floor 
of the institute with a permanent Sign as a tribute to your dad. 


A museum spokeswoman said researchers checked into institute 
records and identified three pieces of equipment that they believe 
may be a part of the radio station,t But they are not in the archives: 
they are on display in the glass case nearest the museum’s ham radio 
station on the second floor. The | elements are a transmitter coil, a 
spark gap (rotary) and an antenna | loading coil. “When Mrs. F.M. and 
family visit Philadelphia in October," the spokeswoman said, "they 
will be able to see what we believe to be remnants of the old radio 
station W3AK!" 


She told Action Line that the ham radio station now operated by 
the museum was once operated by your dad, a radio hobbyist of such 
repute that Rear Adm. Richard E. Byrd picked him to go along on his 
expedition to Antarctica as a radio operator. "He didn’t go when I 
said I would miss him too much," said his daughter. Despite his 
formidable talents as a wireless operator, Frankenfield didn’t make 
his living in radio. A civil engineer with a degree from Drexel 
University, he designed bridges for the Pennsylvania Railroad.

¥ Senator Barry Goldwater, K7UGA, has 
announced that he is willing to introduce 
a bill to authorize the Volunteer Exam- 
iner Coordinator (VEC) to recover costs 
incurred in the administration of amateur 
exams. 

The FCC adopted a regional plan, with 
VECs in 13 radio districts (last issue) 
which eliminates an appearance of an ARRL 
"monopoly". 

The bill is pending further’ re- 
wording; there is agreement in principle, 
but a difference in words. 
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1 the ARRL filed its Reply Comments on 
the "10-meter amplifier ban," FCC's Notice 
of Inquiry and Proposed Rulemaking 
(General Docket No. 83-114) on September 
30. The League filed timely comments on 
this proceeding on August 1 (Vol. 2, No. 
16). 

The ARRL Comments and Reply Comments 
discuss the unnecessary and overly burden- 
some ban on the manufacture and sale of 
external power amplifiers operating in the 
24-35 MHz band. 

, Some Commission staffers believe that 
the deregulation proposed by ARRL will 


‘somehow lead the members of the CB Service 


to believe that the Commission has 
approved the use of power amplifiers in 
the CB service. However, the League 
asserts sufficient rules exist in Part 95 
to warn CB users that such external power 
amplifiers are illegal. 

The League reiterated its request to 
delete the ban on the sale and manufacture 
of 24-35 MHz external amplifiers in 
Sections 2.815(b) and 97.77(c) of the FCC 
Rules.

POWER LINES, A NEW RADIATION HAZARD? 


Most of us are aware of the possible 
biological hazards of RF radiation. The gov- 
ernment is in the process of setting new RF 
radiation standards for industry to follow - 
mainly for emissions in the 30 to 300 MHz 
range. 


Now comes word that Extremely Low 
Frequency (ELF) electromagnetic waves may 
also present a health hazard. These electro- 
Magnetic waves lie in the 50 to 100 cycles- 
per-second area and can be created by any 
alternating current. 


Power lines carry current at voltages 
up to 1,000 times regular house voltages. 
Researchers at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology have found that animals avoid 
ELF fields. When they are in such a field 
their activity and oxygen consumption 
increases and nerve fibers conduct faster. 


Dr. Robert O. Becker, a New York 
medical center researcher feels that ELF rad- 
lation may chronically stress the human body, 
lower its resistance to disease and interfere 
with the immune system. Government studies 
indicate a relationship between alternating 
electric fields and suicide! 


On the surface, it appears that ELF 
radiation directly influences messages passed 
by the nerves but this may not be the case. 
How ELF radiation effects humans really 
remains uncertain. A five year study in New 
York will look into possible biological hazards 
from high voltage lines. But all is not bad. 
Medical ELF radiation devices exist that can 
speed up healing of bone fractures.

HAM LICENSE REVOCATION AFFIRMED.... 


Harold R. Claypoole (N6BII) of San 
Diego, California, has had his amateur license 
revocation affirmed by the full Commission. 
Claypoole's station and General Class opera- 
tor's license were originally ordered cancelled 
and returned to the FCC last March. 


Claypoole had been found guilty of 
playing party records on 40-meters, using an 
unassigned (WB6AAT) call sign, broadcasting 
music and “party records", and willful and 
malicious interference. 


Noting Claypoole has continued to 
Operate in defiance of the order of revocation 
despite warnings by FCC staff, the Commis- 
sion said that it "would seek criminal prosecu- 
tion for violation of Section 301 of the Com- 
munications Act" if he continued to operate.

HAM LOGGING RETAINED "WHERE NEEDED" 


The FCC has denied David B. Popkin 
(W2CC) of Englewood, N.J., reconsideration of 
its recent action authorizing FCC field 
offices to require amateur licensees to main- 
tain operating and maintenance logs when 
these offices feel it necessary to resolve 
interference or deficient technical operations. 


Popkin had maintained that the public 
was not given the proper opportunity to com- 
ment on the proposed rule. He also argued 
that the rules give the Engineer-in-Charge 
(EIC) of FCC field offices far greater author- 
ity than was intended. 


The Commissioners said that its rules 
authorize EICs to require operating and main- 
tenance records for all radio services - not 
just the Amateur Radio Service - if they feel 
it necessary and "that prior public notice is 
unnecessary since this was an internal proce- 
dure." As for Popkin's argument that the rule 
gives the EICs too much authority, the FCC 
said that "their enforcement effort would be 
diminished" without it.
